Europcau AH'airs. 

The nows by this mail is not of a 
deeply iutorosling nature, although 
there is sufficient information in tbo 
fileB before ns to reward many houi-s' 
readeng.' A great gathering of the 
■working classes has taken place at 
Birmingham. There were 200,000 
people present. The mooting was ad- 
dressed from six stands. Mr Bright 
was there in the full blaze of Demo- 
oratio glory, and made a speech, two 
hours long, which was remarkable for 
its eloquent invective and cutting sar- 
casm. Ho compared the Derby Gov- 
ernment to Christy's Minstrels, on tlie 
ground that tho latter, being really 
white, are artificially blackened for 
dramatic effect, while the new ad- 
ministration, being politically black, 
are artiflciully whitened for tho same 
reason. In concluding his great otl'ort, 
Mr Bright exhorted his audience to 
turn every workshop, every factory, 
every working mau'w organization, into 
a branch of one great Eeform Associa- 
tion, " to raisothe spirit of the people 
against tliese slanderers of a gieal and 
noble nation," that ha i been liechirud 
unfit for Bclf-govorninent. The rosul' 
of this demonstratiou, will probably 
be tho introduction of a Tory iJoionn 
Bill at tho next session of Parliamout. 
Mr Bright has been invited to enter 
on an Irish campaign by the Irish 
Liberals, who were to hold a meeting 
at Dublin early in October. Mr 
Jiyre, the dismissed Governor of 
Jamaioa,hasbeeD entertained at South- 
ampton at a banquet, at which one 
hundred gentlemen and many ladies 
■were present. Tho principal speakers 
■were : Lord Cardigan, Lord Ilard- 
wicke, the Eev. C. B-ingsley, Lord 
Shrewsbury,' and Mr Eyre himself. 
Tho latter made tho best speech of tlie 
evening, and explained (to the satis- 
faction of the company, at leastj how 
and why tho atrocities wore committed 
— claiming that it was only by the 
adoption of severe and vigorous mea- 
sures that Jamaica was saved to Eng. 
land. Tho London press, with the 
exception of tho Standard, denounces 
tho banquet. Tho Time^ cites tho ext^ 
ample ot the disgraced Governor Dar- 
ling, of Victoria, who not only de- 
clined to accept a testimonial ot £50,- 
000 from tho Australians, but dccliucd 
a banquet or any demonstration in his 
behalt in Engiaad. Perhaps he pur- 
sued tho wisest course ; but wo can 
BOO no impropriety in Mr Eyre — who 
was tried, convicted, and OKecutod in 
tho journals of public opinion before 
an investigation into his official acts 
had been made — seizing the first op- 
portunity that offered for explaining 
the motives that dictated his coiirso in 
suppressing tho rebellion. MriSe'.lcs, 
revising barrister for the County ot 
Middlesex, who took a prominent pari 
in thereceDt Hyde Park Eeform do- 
monstration, has not been reappointed 
by Lord Chief Justice Cock burn. 
Tho Lord Chief Justice of course ex- 
plains that while ho has perfect con- 
fidence in Mr Beales' strict -judicial 
impartiality, he thinks it undesirable 
for the public that any one who 
plunges hotly into the very thick of 
partizan politics should hold the 
judicial scales between tho parties, — 
nut because it is difficult to hold them 
fairly, but because it is difficult lor tho 
public to believe that he holds them 
perfectly fairly ^wben they sco him 
identified with very strong parties and 
Strong views. ■The Lord Chief Justice 
is obviously rigbt. It would have 
been wisest for llr Beales to resign, or 
declino reappointment, on finding himi 
self coinpellud to take a prominent 
part in a hot party struggle. Tho re 
iusal to appoint Mr Beales cannot bu 
attributed to party inlluenco, the 
Chief Justice himself being an exlreme

bill for the annoxallMii ol Jlunover, 
HosseiCassol, JS'ussau and I'Vankfori 
has passed the Prussian Chamber. A 
humble petition, laid at tho foot ol 
King William of Prussia, by thruo 
Hanoverian officials, ciili eaiiiig hiin to 
oontinuo tho Hanovor:au dynasty, I 



was denied. Tho Prussian King, on 
raising tho suppliants, said that the 

ICing of Hanover had boon ofTorcd his 
clioico of alliance or hostilitj'. Ho had 
accepted tho latter with his eyes open. 
Providenco was on tho sido ot Prussia, 
and demanded tho annexation now 
irrevocably determined on. Tho 
pathetic scone ended -with one of the 
embassy prostrating his will with al- 
most Oriental humility to the Inevit- 
able. Nothing remained, he said, "but 
to convert tho bitterness and oxcite» 
ment partially created by tho inten- 
tion of annexation into a sontimont of 
hopeless resignation to the unavoidable 
decrees of Providenco." Eeferring to 
this petition and its fate, tho Puris 
Memorial Diplomaliqtis says : " What 
good in consulting tho national wish 
or interrogating public opinion by a 
lilebiscitcf Would it not bo oiVondnig 
divinity and defying destiny 'i WHiat 
matters if tho inhabitants resist if 
Tlioir conversion will only bo all tho 
more meritorious; grace will only be 
all tho more efficacious for it. Is not 
the Prussian army 'tho finoat in tho 
civilised world,',! in M. von Bismarck's 
eyes? and is not a king by right, 
divine tho most patoinal of moiiarehs'/ 
J5y annexing peoples, what does ho 
doi" ilo ongages, as his great heart 
dictates, to conquer them afterwards 
by alVeetion. Here again wo see the 
admirable harmony of Provideneo, and 
the Jiing of Prussia, there can be no 
doubt, is tho confidant of God; he 
belongs to His privy conncil. It is 
limo that public opinion should speak 
to prevent M. von Bismarck abusing 
his victory further. It must not only 
stop him ill his ambitious covotousiiess, 
but also oblige him to submit his an- 
nexation projects, if not to the Pi us- 
.sian Chambers — incompetent to pro- 
nounce on international quesliuns — at 
least to tho saiietiou of Iho great 
Powers intrusted to watch over the 
maiDtenaooe of the balance of power."

M.uc a number of the revolutionists have 
bren urre.sted by Govornmont, and ure un- 
der sentonco of death. There has been an 
almost total suspension of business, and 
money excliangu is as high as 2.'i and 2-1 
Haytion dollars to the piastre. 'I'he Uov- 
ornment had met this state of things by very 
active measures, and tranquility was soon 
restored. These unhappy ovents are gen- 
erally attributed to the intrigues of tho Sal- 
nave party.

Tho Itidcpcmhuice Jhh/e plains that tho 
Emperior Napoleon ia colleeticg materials lor 
tho history of Cliarleniagiio, which will lie 
published after tho" Vie de Cesar." 

It is rumored that Mr Gladstone lias gone 
to Athens, at the reqaest of the Queen, to 
asoertain the position of the affairs and 
prospects of Greece. 

The Times editorially denies the report, 
which bad obtained acme currency, of a pro- 
jected matrimonial alliance between tbe 
King of Greece and the Princess Louise, of 
England. 

A grand open-air demonstration in favor ot 
reform look plooo at Biriuinghain on the 27lh 
of August, and ia said to have been the 
greatest pf its kind since 1832. Notwith- 
standing unfavorable weather the attendanco 
ia staled at from 200,000 to 300,000 persons. 
Many of tho factories and shops in the town 
closed.

The Ball. 

■ The farewell ball given by the ciiizena of 
Victoria to His Excclloiicy tlio Governor, 
Mrs and the Misces Konneily, on Friday even-' 
iag, was one of the most gratifying manifes- 
tations of the good will and respect of the 
inbabitaota that conid have been extended to 
the distingulBhed gnnats, in the short interval 
prior to their departure from these Bhorea, 
and it was a bappy thought that led to such 
Q form of daraoustrutioQ in place of the con- 
tomplatod banquet, in which comparatively 
few could have participated. Not ooly will 
His Ezoellenoy and family carry away with 
them pleasnrable recollections of the last days 
spent amongst as, bat tbe people will long 
treasnre np the 19lh of October as aaooca' 
sion— while affording thetn the greateat enjoy- 
ment, of also marking their high estimation 
of the social worth of a kind, hospitable and 
amiable family. To the committee entrusx 
ted with tbe management of the details, and 
those who u^jsistcrl them, is anqneBtionably 
due the groat succeas of tbe entertainment. 
Difficulties presented tbomselves ; in tbe first 
place no sailable room oonld be obtaioad, 
and when tbe Hoosa of Assembly woe 
finally decided npon, fresh obstacles had to 
be surmounted on account of tbe distance of 
the Hall from town, and the neoesaity of 
placing the price of admission at a fignre 
that would enable nil olasscs to join in 
the demoostratioQ. However, in spite of 
these difficnities, tbe Committee went to 
work with a spirit and energy that did tbem 
credit, and the snocess of their exertions was 
witnessed by all who were present on Friday 
evening. It is only just at tbasame time to 
state thivt they received material asaistanco 
from the Navy, the Hudson Bay Co. and 
other Bouroes. 

At 8 o'clock tbe rattling of wheels indicat- 
ed that the gaeats were beginning to arrive, 
and the first exolamation beard from those 
who entered the ballroom, was one of agree- 
able surprise at tbe elegant decorations, per- 
fected under tbe tasty supervision of Sup't 
Haokin. At tbe head of the roooi was a 
large crown, enclof.ed in a wreath of ever- 
greens and llowers ; on either side being Ibo 
initials V. U, .Stars furtnod by ships' bay- 
onets, also glittered on the walls, the cornices, 
windows, &c., being prettily ornumented 
with evergreens. Tbe room was lighted by 
chandeliers formed of bayonets and sconces 
at tbe sides. In [idditian to the ladies' and 
geotlemon's dressin;; rot/ms, neatly furnished 
retiring rooms and card rooion hud been pro- 
vided, and tho verandah on ona side of the 
builJirig was enclosed with flags, forming n 
cool promenade after the fatigues of the 
dance where refreshing beverages werescrved. 
Shortly before 9 o'clock, His Excellency, at- 
tired in tbe uniform of tbe civil service, ar- 
rived, and was received outside by a guard of 
honor from tbe ranks of the volunteers under 
Adjutant Vinter. On entering the room, tho 
splendid band of H. M. S. .Sutlej, whose 
services wore kindly lent by the Ailmirnl fur 
the occrsion, Btruck up God save the Queen, 
from tho gallery. The first qaudrillo wns 
then danced, His Bxcellenoy selecting fur 
his partner Mrs Denman, His Worship the 
Mayor Mrs Kennedy, Admiral Oanman Miss 
Q, Kennedy, Adminiutraur'Birob, Miss Ken^ 
neay, and Capt. Cojde Mrs W. A. G. Young, 
At this time, the room was gradually rilling 
and utter 10 o'clock it was oatlniated that ul 
least 2.'i0 puidoiiri woro present. Tho sctinu 
when the stifriiig and irrosisliblo slrains of 
tho noble band sot the votaries of tlij light 
tripping goddess in motion, was peculiarly 
animated and en^haoling, tbe glittering uni- 
forms of naval, military, marine and civil 
officers, adding much to tbe effect. The 
room was crowded to its utmost capacity 
tho daocors finding it somewhat diflioult to 
circuir.imvigato the bounding billows of 
^muslin,' tarlatan iind tulle, but in spite of this 
inconvenience, uiirlli and onjoyniont were 
depioted on every countenance. Shortly 
alter midoigbt, danciug was suspended for 
a while, and the company partook of refresh> 
ments laid out in the rooms on the right and 
loft of the entrance. Shortly after this, Qover- 
nor Kennedy and family Hhook hands with 
their frieiulH and look llieir lenvu. Danciug 
ooutinuud with unutuvted spirit until the en- 
tire programme of 22 (laiioes had been ex- 
hausted. The lights wore not put out uoiil 
4 a. m.
